Tax rates decrease

After months of long meetings 
and avid calculations town coun¬ 
cil cheered after passing the final 
draft of budget decreasing all 
mill rates despite an increase in 
water rates, garbage pick-up, 
insurance premiums, and con¬ 
struction. 

It was confirmed during last 
Tuesday’s council meeting that 
residents will see a reduction of 
.285 mills (.285 dollars per $1,000 
of assessment), bringing the mill 
rate to 14.39 compared to last 
year's rate of 14.67. 

Non-residential properties will 
see a decrease in their tax rate of 
1.5445 mills, from last year’s rate 
of 19.86 to the new rate of 18.31. 

Residential vacant la^d tax 


rates will decrease by .285 mills, 
bring the new rate down to 

16.39. 

A decrease in the provincial 
education and seniors’ taxes was 
a factor in helping 
council lower tax 
rates. These taxes 
require the town to 
collect $1.1 million 
from residents. 

“Council has 
always wanted to 
bring the tax rates 
for residential and 
non-residential clos¬ 
er together," said 
Brenda Hemming, 
assistant CAO and chief financial 
officer for the town. “These rates 
are a reflection of that.” 

With the reduced rates, an 
average property worth $150,000 


- which has increased in value 
since last year by 10 per cent or 
$15,000 - taxes would increase 
$173.32. 

If that same property did not 


see an increase in value, its taxes 
would decrease $116.43. 

The capital and operating 
budget will total $6.7 million, 
allowing council to commit to 


infrastructure projects they have 
been holding off on due to the 
increasing construction costs 
because they feel there is no 
indication when prices will stabi¬ 
lize in the near 
future. 

To offset the rising 
costs the town is fac¬ 
ing, residents will 
face rate increases 
for water, garbage 
and natural gas. 

Water will 
increase 15 per cent 
in September 2006 
and further increas¬ 
es of 10 per cent 
over the next four years. 

According to interim CAO Roy 
Brown, this increase is neces¬ 
sary to offset the notice given to 
Didsbury of the rising cost of 


water and the rising costs of 
replacing and repairing infra¬ 
structure. 

Starting May 1 garbage rates 
will increase 50 cents per month. 

Mountain View Regional Waste 
Management Commission raised 
the rates 40 cents per roll out for 
the town in January 2006, so the 
town is offsetting those increas¬ 
es. Garbage rates last increased 
$3 in September 2005. 

Natural gas franchise fees will 
increase three per cent effective 
July 1 on the distribution por¬ 
tion, not consumption. 

“This budget was a team 
approach. It took longer and it 
was much harder work," said 
Brown. “It is though, a better 
budget for the town of Didsbury 
because of that hard work and 
dedication.” *

City of Airdrie to help with 
planning and development 
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Town enters into two-year contract

Didsbury town council has 
entered into a two year contract 
with the City of Airdrie which w ill 
provide the services of their plai¬ 
ning team to help assist council in 
a number of plaining issues. 

The City of Airdrie will bring to 
the table expertise that Didsbury 
does not have and they will do this 


in the amount of time equivalent to 
a part-time person. 

On May 15 Jeff Greene, head of 
the Airdrie planning team, will 
meet with council to begin an 
assessment of the town’s 
Municipal Development Plan. 

“We do not have any plainers on 
staff so the Airdrie team will help 
administration and council make 
sure they are being proactive and 
cost effective in all planning deci¬ 


sions,” said Roy Brown, interim 
CAO for the town. “Basically they 
will be there to ensure we are mak¬ 
ing good decisions the first time 
around so we will not have to go 
back and make corrections and to 
ensure we have a good overall 
planning plan." 

In the past the town used its in- 
house knowledge but as the 
town continues to grow, council 
decided they needed more expe¬ 


rience and expertise. 

“We are going to look at the glob¬ 
al long-range picture and make 
sure we are doing things right. And 
with the planning expertise they 
may offer us alternative ideas we 
may not have otherwise known,” 
said Brown. 

The cost for the service is 
$43,482 plus mileage and expenses 
as passed at last Tuesday’s town 
council meeting.

If I 
don’t do it, someone else 
will have to do it."

The 10-point Health 
Policy Framework (HPF) 
for the Third Way health 
reform program was 
released in February. 

Under the proposed 
changes, physicians would 
have been allowed to prac¬ 
tice in both public and pri¬ 
vate systems and patients 
would have been able to 
purchase some services. 
Those plans have now 
been scrapped. 

Among the remaining 
eight points making up the 
HPF are “promoting flexi¬ 
bility in scope of practice 
of health professionals", 
“reshaping the role of hos¬ 
pitals”, “paying for choice 
and access while protect¬ 
ing the public system", and 
“establishing parameters 
for publicly funded health 
services.” 

On Thursday, Health 
Minister Iris Evans 
announced the govern¬ 
ment would be conducting 
further public consulta¬ 
tions on the plan’s remain¬ 
ing eight points. It will 
probably be at least a year 
before the consultations 
are completed and new 
legislation is introduced. 

“I pledge to continue the 
consultations and to listen 
to what Albertans have to 
say about the future of 
health care," said Evans.
